Regulations for inspection’ of 
forejyn passports,, which may 
prove embarrassing to many for- 
eign travellers .in China, have 
been issued by the authorities at 
Harbin. In brief they are aa 
under: ‘ a ‘ 

1. A service shall be inaugurat- 
ed at Harbin, Changchun, Suifenho 
and Manchuli stations -by officers 
jointly appointed by the Special 
City Police, the Chinese Eastern 
Railway Police, and the Chineae, 
authorities for the inspection. of 
passports carried by foreigners ar- 
riving at these stations. ; . 
2, All . foreigners arriving at 
‘these stations irrespective of na- 
tionality must produce thelr pass- 
ports, when called upon, for. in- 
spection. pay : 

8, No foreigner, with the excep- 
tion of Japanese and Belgians, 
who enjoy special reciprocal, trent- 
mont of exemption with China in 
this respect, shall bo allowed to 
enter unless. his passport bear a 
visa issued by a Chinese diploma- 
tic,or consular official residing 
abroad or unless hé has a pass- 
port {ssued by. a.Chinese ‘office of 
foreign affairs, . 

4, fhe. passport of a foreigner 
attempting to enter this territory 
if found inorder shall be stamped. 

5. Should. the passport or visa 
thereon shown by a foreigner seck-
